THE COMMERCE OF GKEAT 
NATIONS. 



Tlio three groatt-st commercial na- 
tions of tlm world arc England, tho 
United States and Franco, ranking in 
tlio order given. Tlio exports of do- 
mestic merclKindise from Great Britain 
and Ireland during llio j-ear ending 
Juno oOlh, 1878, represented a value 
of §1,350,000,000, us compared with 
§737,155,611, value of the exports 
fronnthe United States for tlio.- twelve 
months ending December Slst, 1878. 
During tlic former period Franco ex- 
ported merchandise valued at $713,- 
978,'20O. Groat Britain and Ireland 
therefore still load the United States 
in the matter of domestic exports by 
some $612,000,000, wiiilsfc tho latter 
■country is ahead of France in the same 
■ purlieiilnr a little more than $23,000,- 
000. The rapid strides, however, made 
by the United States during tho last 
decade would apjiear to indicate that 
,ftt tho expiration of another^ ten years 
/^a'TOTJch smaller difl'erence will exist be- 
.rtween their exports and those of Great 
T-Britain. The Gorman Empire ranks 
" fourth in the list of commercial pow- 
ers. With a ])opulation of about forty- 
two and a-half millions her exports 
during the year 1876 reached §637,- 
• 000,000, bat since that date they have 
'ixot shown any inntcrinl incrpase. Tho 
^j^siiional debt.s of these gi-eat countries 
do not stand iu the same order as their 
export?, for Franco ov.-cs 81,685,000,- 
000 as compared with England's debt 
of §3,650,000,000, and that of the 
United States, estiuiatcd at 82,026,- 
207,5tl. Tho current yearlv expenses 
of Franco are §556,000,000, whilst 
those of England aro §120,000,000, 
the United States §254,000,000 and 
Geniiany §131,120,000. The interest 
on the enormous debt of France ac- 
couQts "for the uuequaled amount re- 
quired to run tho Government, while 
the fact that Germany owes almost 
nothing, corn jiara lively, explains why it 
costs Bp mucli less to pay tlie current 
expenses of tlmt Empire. The German 
army alono absorbs nearly §100,000,- 
000 'of the §134,120,000 Federal rev- 
enues. _

way to Africa to aid his Brilisli friends 
in their war with the Zulus. Ho has 
written a letter to M. Rouiier, in 
whicli he refers to tiio "gradual phases" 
through wlHch Franco must puss, ami 
utters an expression of conlidenco that 
"during his absence the partisans of tho 
Imperial cause will remain united and 
coiitident" An Imperialist organ, the 
Ordre, advises him to stop at St. Hele- 
na, meditate on the spot where the tirst 

AFOLEON rested and ask his mighty 
shade for inspiration and counsel. It 
is impossible for the greatest of ances- 
tors to reproduce for his descendant 
the circumstances under which ho rose 
to pow er, and in the changed France of 
to-day there socins to be no place left 
for tho heir of the li«ro who saw the 
Bun of Austerlitz rise. Tho name of 
Napoleon will always possess a cliarm 
for tho ears of a Frenchman, and it is 
quite possible that it may elevate tho 
Prince to the place lately occupied by 
his illustrious father, who was a great 
friend of England, and who v,-ill be re- 
membered in Fi'anco iu spite of his mis- 
foi'tuiies as a wise ruler. France can- 
not c.^iist witiiouL a supj)ly of glory and 
the moment she resolves to grasp it she 
will surely call on tho heir of the man 
w!hp made her military fame a magnifi- 
cent diadcui. Glory is a grand thing, 
but it costs an awful pricej and the 
world is destined to hear more of the 
Napoleons and their swords.

THE SITUATION STILL GRAVE. 

H. M. S. Osproy, Captain A'Court, 
returned from Alaska j'usterday morning. 
Sho was relieved by tho U. S. S. Alaska 
on tho 3d inst., tho Osprey sailing tho 
game ovening for this station. Tho fol- 
lowing correspondcnco, from a gontloman 
on board tho Osprey and from residents 
of Alaska, will explain itself. The Osprey 
encountered good weather on tho way 
down : 

"With tho o.vcoption of ono night the 
Indians havo been quiet. Tho night I 
allude to wm that of tbo 2dUx ult, when 
a boat from tho Oliver Wolcott camo 
alongside about 9:30 with a letter from 
Col. Ball, the collector, to our captain, 
asking forsomc rockets for .signal purposes, 
and requesting that our sinall arnisnien 
might land in case of a certain signal be- 
ing shown from tho Custom House. Tho 
captain accordingly had tho rockets sent, 
and wo held ourselves in readiness for 
landing, which, during the early part of 
the night, I rather expected, and all of us 
hoped for, I think. We learned the fol- 
lowing day that the Oliver Wolcott, which 
is lying ofl" tho Indian rancheria, were 
standing to their arnis all night, and had 
their guns loaded ready to (jfien firo the 
moment tho signal Hhould bo made, 
which, however, was nut shown and the 
night passed witluvat any di.sturbanco. It 
appears (this I learned from Col. Ball tlie 
foUtiwing day) that a number of Ohilcat 
Indians had conio from tJio north that 
ovening or tho evening Iieforc, so of course 
there was a carousal, or ;Mf/((fi7i, a.s they 
call it, which, of course, turned into a 
row, during which ono of Annalioots' 
kinsmen was rather severely wounded 
with a knife or something of tho kind. 
(Annahoots is a friendly Sitkan chief who 
prevented tho first disturbance from tak- 
ing place, and probably tho other tribes 
look on liiin a.s an enemy.) In return for 
tliis another of .A.nnahoota' party picked 
up a atone and smashed in a Chilcat's 
face, for which tho Chilcats swore they 
would havo Annahoots' blood, and as 
Aniudioots lives within tho stockade and 
oloae to tho Custom House and other 
places inhabited by whites, it was thought 
likely that should the Ciiilcats carry out 
their throat thoy would in all probability 
havo gone to further extremities. By go- 
ing to further extremities 1 mean that 
these Indians, once having tasted blood, 
so to speak, would not havo been satisfied 
with Annahoot.s' party alone, but would 
havo come straight upon the whites, .\n- 
nahoots being their frinnd, The Alaska 
arrived on the 3d and we left at throe the 
same afternoon, none of us very sorry, 1 
can assure you. The time up there 
was, however, made to pass as pleas- 
antly as could be, the ladies of 
Sitka giving us a danco with a band of 
two violins and a banjo, tho only music 
we could muster fmm tho ship. Then 
our men gave a Christy minstrel enter- 
tainment, and afterwards we gave a danco 
on shore with much tho same sort of HiKsic. 
These, with two or three boating trips, 
shooting, etc., managed to pass the. time. 
On our way down wo anchored once, on 
Sunday morning, 6th inst., at Safety 
Oove, Colwood Island.

AUen Francis, Esq., U. S. Consul, Vic- 
toria, B. C:— 
Dear Sin:— The U. S. S. Alaska, 
Oapt, Brown, arrived hero this morning. 
The British ship Osproy will sail at 3 
o'clock this afternoon. 1 havo only time 
to say that from Capt. Brown's informa- 
tion to me of his orders and intentions 
this place will soon be loft in greater dan- 
ger than ever. Tho Indians are incensed 
at the sending of the murderers below, 
and the Chilcats havo already arrived to 
demand redress. They openly jeer at 
tho Wolcott .in unable to protect us, and 
that is true. We might all be massacred 
in sight of her, and without her power to 
protenfc, for she cannot land a man to 
help us, and could not firo on friends and 
foes alike in a fight. The leaving of the 
Alaska will confirm the Indians in their 
belief that the Government does not care 
to protect tho country of which they 
openly boast now. I know the jjurpose 
exists and . is fixed among them, to sack 
the town," which involves masaacro, of 
course, 

I havo done all I could to bring these 
facts to tho attention of the Governiiiont, 
and it seems useless' to me to attempt 
anymore. But if you know how to use 
this information do so, ofiicialiy, or in any 
way possible. I havo not started this 
alarm nor suffered myself to catch it, ex- 
citedly. But I know tho situation here is 
dangerous in the oxtremo.

TuE Gold H.vRvi:sr. —It is now just 
thirty-one years since the grand discovery 
of gold was made in California. During 
this period there has been produced m tlw 
States and Territories west of the Mis- 
souri river bullion to the value of §1,985, - 
527,939. Of this amount about -SI, 1581,- 
4.13,093 has consisted of gold and §405,- 
094,340 of silver. Besides this there has 
been produced to dato in the several At- 
lantic States something like §80,000,000, 
the most of it in North Carolina, Virginia 
and Georgia. If to this bo added tho en- 
tire yield of British Columbia to date, 
§33,000,000, San Francisco receipts from 
tho northwest coast of Jloxico, §9,000,- 
OuO, and tho product of tho Atlantic 
States, .§30,000,000, wo havo a total of 
82,857,627,939 produced from the above 
sources, all but $42,000,000 being, from 
mines within the limits of the United 
States. 

The Ixdiaxs. — Nino-tenths of all tho 
cases that havo been tried in the Police 
Court the la.st year woro caused by whis- 
key supplied to Indians. Wo have often 
directed tho attention of the City Fathers 
to tho faot tlrnt these poor a.avago.s reside 
in tho city and are ruined by the vices of 
civilized society.

AFRICA. 

Cape Town, March 25. via Cape St. 
Vincent, April 8. — A convoy of supplies 
procending from Derby to Lunoberg, 
escorted by 1 01 men of the 80th regi- 
ment, was attacked at daybrouk on th<* 
liith ]\Iarcli on the banks of the In- 
tonibc river by four thousand Zulus 
under Umbeliuc. Owing to aprevious 
alarm the British were under arms but 
were overwhelmed by tho enormously 
superior force of tho enemy. Captain 
..Moriurty and lU men were killed and 
20 are niiasing. Th« fate of tho w.agon 
drivers ia unknown. Lieut, Harwood 
with 10 men .succeeded in reaching 
Luneberg. One hundred ami fifty men 
of tho 18tb regiment subsequently pro- 
ceeded to the scene of tlie light and re- 
covered a quantity of rockets and am- 
munition and buried the dead. Seven- 
ty wagons containing sujiplies were 
lost. A relief column for Ekowe will 
start on March 2Gth. A party of vol- 
unteers have visited the battle-field of 
Lsandula anci found that the Zulus had 
left 100 wagons there, but had remov- 
ed nil gun.s and ammunition. 

A groat meeting of Boocrs has com- 
menced. Tiioii- proceedings have so 
far lieen quietly conducted. 

The 2 1st regiment of the army corp.s, 
the engineers and tho 94tli regiment 
have arrived at Cape Town. 

Cape Town. JIarch 25. — The convoy 
from Derby was obliged to encamp on 
the banks of the Intombe, as the river 
is too full to cross. 

Lieut. ITarward (not Harwood, as 
before .stated) and the survivors were 
encamped on the Luneberg side of the 
river. Although there had been some 
previous alarms the surprise was com- 
plete. The sentry only saw the Zulus 
when they were within fifteen paces. 
Lieut. Llarward's men poured a steady 
firo across tho river. The Zulus lost 
heavily, but were undaunted. Only 
fifteen of Cap.t..Moriarty'smeu escaped 
across tfie^ river. They were sleeping 
in wagons when attacked and the sentry 
was the only man who had time to 
fire. The Bcene of tho surprise is a 
hollow surrounded by long grass and 
weeds. ' One gun that tho Zulus had 
not removed has since been recovered.

thb 20th.Bagimen(%:Punjaub Infantry, 
son of Mr. Peter 'Keefer, of Gait, and 
a native Canadian, sends us the follow- 
ing account of tho advance from Tesh- 
awur: — 

Camp, Jellakbad, Feb. 1, 1879. 

* * * * On tho 20th Nov- 
c-oiber, we marched from Peshawur to 
Jumrood. The di.stiiuca is ten miles, 
aiid the road perfectly level, and in 
many places six inches deep in dust, 
which, raised by the men's feet, sur- 
rounded us in dense, .stifling clouds. On 
our arrival we were told that an ad- 
vance was to be made tho .same night. 

At 2 a.m. we, of tho first brigade, 
moved off quietly. It was intensely 
dark and bitterly cold. Tho mountains 
were soon reached and tho ascent be- 
gan, gradual at first, but soon growing 
steej) and precipitous — a more goat's 
path, winding through rarincs — and up 
tho side of apparently imj)assable clifl's, 
over which we toiled on in single file 

throu2h tho d-'^ ^'Y'V^' 
the greater part of the ne.xt day, halt- 
ing occasionally for short rests where- 
ever water was found, till the sun, be- 
ginning to get low, and tliere being no 
chance of our reaching tho Pass, the 
lirigadier-Goneral thought it advisable 
to halt for tho nightj so we liivouacked 
ou a bare mountain side. \Vh(ui we 
left Jumrood, only the mules carrying 
ammunition, wator-skins and tho meii'.s 
greatcoats, wore allowed to como with 
us; so we slept in the opmi, rolled up 
in ft blanket, oacti with a stone for a 
pillow. A biting cold wind blow all 
night long, and uhilletl us to the bones, 
and when I got up at early dawn, after 
a nearly .sleepless night, I was so stifl 
that 1 could luu'dly move. Shortly af- 
ter sunrise we were jjushing on, over 
up and up, till about mid-day the suni- 
niit was readied, and wo could look 
down on the greon valley of Peshawur 
on one side, and the narrow," tortuous 
Khyber Pass on the other. It was 
bard enough getting up, but the de- 
scent was more diflicult still, the drops 
in some places being so steep that we 
had to let ourselves down on luuuls and 
knees. What with two d.iys of moun- 
tain climbing, tho exposure at night, 
and want of proper food, the men began 
to knock under, and many a poor fellow 
could bo seen lying at the side of the 
path completely done up. Tho sufl'er- 
ing from heat and thirst was very 
great, for though it is biting cold at 
nights in these northern latitudes, still 
by day the sun's rays are very power- 
ful. It was late on tho night of tho 
22d November before we reached the 
Pass, and all. through thab^ night and 
tho greater pari of next day the bag- 
gagn kept coming down the mountain 
side with the men who had fallen out. 
Fortunately there was no enemy lurk- 
ing about those mountain ravines, else 
our less would havo been very great. 

On reaching the Pass, wo heard of 
the capture of Ali Musjid' the samo 
morning. 

* * From the date of their bolt- 
ing from Ali Jlu.sjid to tho jirescnt 
time, the Cabul army has not attempt- 
ed to make any stand against our 
column, and our progress to this place, 
which we readied on the 20th De- 
cember, has been a simple walk over. 
Ali Musjid has always been looked 
upon as tho key to the Khyber Pass. 
Its position is natui-ally u very good 
one, although it is commanded by hills 
on either side. From Ali Muxjid, tln^ 
Pass is broad and tolerably level for 
twelve miles to Qundi Kotal, when it 
narrows in and becomes dilBcult — (the 
artillery lost several horses here) — then 
descends, opens out again into a wide, 
stony valley, and terminates at Dukka, 
where there is a fort formerh occupied 
by tho Ameer's troops but deserted on 
our arrival. 

The road from Dakka to Jellalabad, 
with the exception of the diflicult place, 
the Kboord Khyber Pass, is over level 
plains covered in some places with dry, 
short prairie grasses, but for the most 
part long sandy tracts with loose round 
stones, These plains are in reality 
large valleys,.varying from 10 to 30 
miles broad and opening into each other, 
surrounded on all sides by lofty barren- 
looking mountains, those to the south 
being covered with .snow. Along the 
northern sides of these valleys runs 
the Cabul river, not very imposing now, 
but in the hot weather, when swollen 
by the melted snow from the moun- 
tains, a royal river of two or thron 
miles breadth. Along the banks of the 
river, and for two or three miles back, 
the soil is fertile and produces two 
crops yearly, depending on irrigation 
entirely, for it seldom rains hero. All 
the remainder of the valleys seems to 
be a desert, and altogether Cabul, from 
what we hiive seen of it so far, seems 
by no means an attractive countiy. 

On our arrival hero Sir Samuel 
Browne marched through the city of 
Jellalabad, followed by the troops 
which had accompanied, him, with 
bands playing. ■ 

Jellalabad is a very dirty town of 
some 5,000 inhabitants. The streets 
are narrow and crooked, the liouses 
and shops are mostly small, dark, and 
badly ventilated. There are no build- 
ings of any pretensions, though the 
gardens just outside the walls are 
rather pretty. Tho walls are built of 
mud, very thick and high, and sur 
round the city on all sides. It was 
here our array was besieged by the Af- 
ghans for seven months, and sufTered 
great hardships, in 1841 and 1842. 
There are very few survivors of that 
siege; but, strange to say, one of them 
is with us now—- Major Bailey, of tho 
Rifle Brigade. I went through the 
city with him a few days ago, and he 
pointed out several places he remem- 
bered distinctly. 

Our camp is a large one, extending a 
mile in length and half • a, mile deep. 
It is situated to the west of the city. 
Since our arrival several of the chiefs 
of the neighborhood have come in and 
tendered their, submission, expressing 
t^eir satisfaction at our coming. The 



country has been wonderfully quiet 
during our six weeks' occupation, tho 
oi.ly event worth recording being the 
attempt of a faiiatic to murder isvo of 
our native soldiers who were walking 
through the .city. He succeeded in 
wounding them badly, when he was 
seized and brought before the General 
who onleredhim to be.sUot at once. He 
was taken back towards the city and 
jilaced with his arms pinioned behind 
him against the outer wall. Fating 
him a detachment of the Rifle Brigade 
was drawn up. At a given signal their 
rifles were discharged, and tho fanatic 
fell forward quite dead. His body was 
then thrown on a blazing pile of wood 
ready at hand. This summary execu- 
tion might perhaps seem harsh to those 
accustomed to live amongst civilized 
people, but when it is known that fan- 
atics of this sort would increase if an 
example were not made of one, it will 
bo understood that our safety absolute- 
ly demands treatment of this sort. 
There are plenty of IMussulmen fanat- 
ics who believe that l.iy murdering Tin 
■ <:,. '•' • . -o - ■">'"6""-i '^■—j 
call us, they ensure their admission to 
Paradise, and they gladly sufl'or death 
to efl'ect their purj)ose. Tho burning 
of their bodies, however, according to 
their belief, efTectually prevents their 
souls entering the abode of peace, 
hence the lire, wTiich the poor wretch 
saw blazing before his eyes as tho 
Martini-Henrys were directed towards 
him, added an additional pang to his 
punishment, and acted as a wholesome 
deterrent to any bystanders who may 
have meditated following his d.xample. 

Thieves woro troublesome at first, 
and no wonder in a country where there 
are men who are professional experts 
at this calling. But since ono of thoni 
was shot dead ono night by our sen- 
tries we have not heard so much of 
them. Our life i.s becoming very 
monotonous, and since we havo no 
fighting the pageantry of war takes its 
place, and brigade parades, .sham fights 
and route marching occupy our time. 
It was biting cold last month, the ico 
being two indies thick at night. Ofii- 
cers and men sufl'ered greatly, many of 
tho latter tlying of pneumonia. Wo 
are only allowed SOlbs. for tents and 
801bs. for personal baggage, so our 
tents aro necessarily small and our 
bedding scanty. Each officer is allow- 
ed to bring three servants and one 
horse. 

There is not a wheeled vehicle in 
the whole of Afghanistan, everything 
being carried on the backs of camel.s, 
mules, donkeys and ponie.s. We get 
all our food from India, as this coun- 
try cannot or will not supply us. The 
commissariat have stored two months' 
supplies here for 10,000 men. To 
manage this there has been a terrible 
strain on the beasts of burthen, and 
camels aro dying by hundreds. 



As Others Seo ITs. 

[From llic Now York WorUl.] 

There was a time when Canadians 
could afibrd to look with holy horror 
upon their American neighbors and re- 
buke them for expensive administra- 
tion of public aflairs and a monstrous 
accumulation of debt. That time, if 
we may jud.qe from the public accounts 
of the Doiuiuion of C'aiinda brought 
down last week, is past. Tho jiopu- 
lation of Canada in 1871 was 3,485,- 
761, at present it may be called 4,000,- 
OOU, while a very fair estimate of our 
own population is 44,000,000, It is 
not easy to niakg an exact comparison 
of del)ts, for the Canadians deduct 
834,595,100 from their liabilities as 
the value of their assets; tiiis however, 
leaves a not debt of 0140,362,070 due 
at the close of the last fiscal year, an 
increas'3 of §7,000,000 during tiic 
year. As com|)ared with the United 
States, Canada's debt on the 30th of 
Juno last was nearly S35. 10 for each 
head of population, ours being some- 
what over S46.25. The Canadians 
had a deficit in ordinary transactions 
last year of .$1,128,146, as against 81,- 
400,028 tho year before, while the 
total expenditure was $41,011,919. 
If Canada had our population and con- 
ducted her o])erations on this .scale, the 
expenditure for the Government of 
44,000,000 people would be $451,461, 
109, whereas tho total expenditure of 
the United States during the lust fiscal 
year, including interest on the delit, 
was .S23G,9G 1,327. Or, deducting 
S8,000,000 for the public debt items 
ill Canada and leaving out the charges 
to capital account, we have the net or- 
dinary expenditure of Canada §16,500,- 
000, or S3.87.V a head, as compared 
with our own "§134,500,000, or ?3.57 
a head. And we spend .S7 6,500,000 
on our army and navy and in payment 
of pensions. Of a verity it is time for 
our Canadian neighbors to take in 
sail.
